“ T h e r e are tw enty -fo ur co oks belonging to the k itch ­ 
en o f the R ussian court, w ho a re ail R ussians ; and as 
the people o f that nation use a great deal o f on io n , g ar­ 
lic, an d train oil in dres'siiig their m o at, and eiriploy liu 
seed an d w ahm t oil for their provisions, th ere is such 
an intolerable sm ell in their kitch en , that no stranger is 
able to bear it— especially the cooks being such nasty 
fellows, that the very sight o f th em is en ough lo lu m 
o n e ’s stom ach. 
T h e s e are the m en w h o in great fes­ 
tivals dro.ss about seventy or eighty or m o re dishe».— 
But the fowls w h ich are for T z a r ’s o w n eating, are very 
often dressed by his g rand m arsh al, Alaetliol, w h o is 
luuning up an d d o w n , w ith his apron before h im , am ong 
the o th e r cooks, till it is tim e to tak e up d inner, w h en 
he puts on his fine clothes an d his fulI-boUomeil wig, 
an d helps to serve up the dishes.

'I'hough llio 'I'zar does not m ind it in the least, nor 
care for putting a stop to such disorder, pretending that 
a ce re m o n y and the form al regulation o f a marslni!,^ 
m a k e co m p an y eat un easy , an d spoil the pleasure ot 
conversation. 
S everal foreign ministers h av e com p lain ­ 
ed o f this to th e 'f z a r , and refused td d ine any m ore at 
court. 
Bui all llie an sw er they got, w as, that it w as 
not th e 'I'zar’s business to turn m aster o f the c e re m o ­ 
nies and please foreigners, nor w as it his intention lo 
abolish the freedom once introduced. 
T h is obliged 
strangers for llie future to follow tlie R ussian fashion in 
defending llie possession ol their cliairs, by culKng and 
boxing their opposer.
